The situation was the 
same twenty five years 


later. . .except instead 
of eight-tracks there 
were compact discs, 
and instead of bop- 
ping to Parliament 
Funkadelic's ‘'Jungle 
Boogie'' students to- 
day tore out of the 
parking lot frantically 
nodding their heads to 
Green Day, proudly 
reciting memorized 
lyrics to Beastie Boys 
tunes, or giving a gang- 
ster lean to their driv- 
ing style while listen- 
ing to Method Man. 

Music served as a 
relief from tension and 
an excellent option in 
awkward situations. 
"Uncomfortable so- 
cial situations are 
stressful,'' reflected 
Breanne Stone. 
"Things always seem 
to pick up if you play 
music." 

Music has gone 
through several dras- 
tic changes in the past 
twenty five years. The 
gradual breakdown of 
censorship, the birth 
of new genres such as 
rap, punk, and techno 
(as opposed to disco), 
improvement of sound 
systems, and the inven- 
tion of the compact 
disc have all contrib- 
uted to how music was 
heard. 

However, with 
change, there came 
repetition, an eventual 
depletion of themes, 
and a resorting to di- 
gression, creating the 
art of sampling. 

After the exciting 
and flamboyant eight- 
ies, rock music became 
trapped. What came 
next? Grunge. Then, 
after the short, influ- 


ential fad from Seattle 
died, old bands saw 
their chance to reign’ 
once more.

The year was 1970 and Menchville High 
School opened its doors for the first time. 
During that first year, Menchville established 
a strong academic record and students got 
involved in both their school and communities. 
The athletics took a little longer to develop. 

The Mon- 
archs opened 
their inaugural 
football cam- 
paign with a 
winless season. It 
wasn’t until the 
following year 
that the Mon- 
archs got their 
first win over 
Pembroke High, 
a victory largely 
due to star ath- 
lete Rick Patrick, 
Class of ’71. 

Patrick 
teamed up with 
Dale Scott during 
basketball sea- 
son to give the 
Monarchs anim- 
pressive, yet 
depth lacking 
backcourt. The 
Monarchs 
opened their first 
season by going 
winless until 
January 22, 1971, when they stunned the 
Ferguson Mariners in the final game of the 
season. The team has thus evolved to the point 
where it produced such stars as David Pope 
and Troy Wright, both of whom were All-State 
team selections during the 1970’s. 

During the 1970’s wrestling coach Paul 
Pcsolinski led the Monarchs to an unparal- 
leled level of wrestling excellence that led to 
him receiving two State Wrestling Coach of 
the Year awards and one national regional 
Coach of the Year award. The team produced 
a record number of five state Champions who

It was a few minutes after midnight the 
morning of Monday, February 27, 1995 
when Dr. John Kilpatrick received a tele- 
phone call that informed him of a message 
he hopes never to hear again: Menchville 
High School was up in flames. 

The fire appeared to have started froma 
copy ma- 
chine in one 
of the Spe- 
cial Educa- 
tion rooms, 
since it was 
in the heavi- 
est and most 
scorched 
area. From 
there it 
spread tothe 
Home Eco- 
nomics de- 
partment. 
Five down- 
stairs rooms 
in the Academic wing suffered the greatest 
damage, but the entire wing had to be 
cleaned because of the smoke damage. 
Although the building had no structural 
damage, the fire heated the steel girders 
enough to buckle the floor of two upstairs 
science rooms and caused the floors to 
crack. In total, approximately eight rooms 
were damaged. 

The school's heat detector sounded the 
alarm and the fire department arrived 
within ten minutes. The electrical wires 
were shorted causing the clocks to stop 
around midnight, which helped to deter- 
mine that the fire started about six minutes

before’ the 
a l asm 
sounded. At 
5:30 a.m., the 
fire depart- 
ment had left 
and at least seven contractors were at the school 
ready to start working. 

The fire destroyed equipment such as books, 
desks, tables, supplies, and costly furnishings in 
the Home Economics rooms such as microwaves, 
stoves, and refrigerators. The estimated damage 
of the incident was several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The workers were rotated in shifts so that some- 
body was always present either cleaning, repair- 
ing, restoring, or renovating. They worked all day 
Mionday and Tuesday and through each night in 
preparation of reopening the school. Dr. Kilpatrick 
said he was there Tuesday night around seven or 
eight and did not think the school appeared ready 
to reopen for Wednesday, but working through 
the night enabled classes to pick up. He explained, 
"They did a miraculous job. It was absolutely 
unreal." 

Luckily, the fire only affected one part of the 
school, but it was especially devastating to the 
Special Education 
teachers. All of their 
students' files were 
lost along with many 
years of collected 
teaching material, 
which the teachers 
used for instruction 
instead of textbooks. 

Once school re- 
opened, it took time 
for students and fac- 
ulty to be- 
come accus- 
tomed to the 
smoke smell, 
but classes were back on schedule Wednes- 
day, until the middle of third period, when 
every high school in Newport News was 
immediately closed due to a bomb threat 
called into the Administration Building... 
Almost every Menchville student com- 
mented on what a crazy week it had been.

Running in the dead of winter often took a special sort 
of determination. Sharyn Harden, a 1,000 meter and two 
mile relay runner said, "A lot of people think anyone can 
run, but only those with true dedication can excel in 
running."
